He 
stated, “To accomplish this vision is 
to aggressively pursue member and 
community focused policy initia- 
tives at the State and Federal level”. 

For the past three years, the 
Chamber Alliance has focused their 
policy agenda efforts under the 
theme of “one size does not fit all”. 
The theme has played a role in the 
Chamber Alliance’s success as an 
advocate for Northern Michigan. 
Mr. Wood said “One of the key 
things that binds us together is that 
we are all rural”. He pointed out 
that we don’t always fit into the 
kinds of policies, programs, grants, 
and incentives that come out of 
Lansing from our lawmakers. Rural 
areas are impacted differently than 
urban areas. 


He also presented his “Four Pil- 
lars”: Rural Prosperity, Attracting 
Talent to Rural Areas, Rural and 
Small City Housing Development, 
and Access to Quality Child Care. 
He stated these are four barriers to 
economic growth and sustainability 
in Northern Michigan. The Cham- 
ber Alliance’s main goal is to tackle 
these barriers to give Northern 
Michigan more “tools in the tool- 
box” to deal with rural Michigan is- 
sues. 

The impact North Central Michi- 
gan College has in the area was il- 
lustrated by College President, 
David Roland Finley, Ph.D. North 
Central draws a large percentage of 
their student body from Charlevoix 
County. Dr. Finley talked about the 
community college system, the past 
year at North Central, and where 
they are headed.

Also, the college has installed a 
sludge hammer wastewater tank that 
cleans septic water and installed a 
demonstration solar panel along with 
an electric car charging station. 

Also new this year, North Central 
has added club athletics including a 
running club and a downhill ski club 
as a way to bolster student life experi- 
ence and engage students in a passion 
while they study. And Dr. Finley re- 
marked he was particularly excited 
about the expansion of their nursing 
program. 

For the coming year, North Central 
Michigan College has a 7.4 million dol- 
lar renovation planned. “But”, he em- 
phasized, “it’s not about bricks and 
mortar, it’s about what’s happening in 
the building”. He remarked that educa- 
tion is the most important component 
in the economic puzzle. 

All three speakers were well re- 
ceived for their excellent presenta- 
tions. Their thoughtful insights were a

GUNS, GUNS & MORE GUNS 

To the Editor, 

More is less, less is more? 
That’s the quandary being foisted 
upon all. That is, the question as 
to whether more guns beget more 
or less violence or less guns cause 
quiescence or victimization in 
paradox. The former suggests 
that if guns are everywhere the 
bad guys won’t start shooting be- 
cause they’ll figure the good guys 
with guns will shoot them. The 
latter proffers that absence of 
guns creates a more peaceful soci- 
ety. Factually, statistically, both 
perceptions are true if isolated 
events are recounted proving one 
and another point of view. So 
much for statistics and opining. 
Sixties folkrock group Buffalo 
Springfield recorded “For What 
It’s Worth” aka “Stop, Hey, What’s 
That Sound?”, covered by Jeffer- 
son Airplane but written by 
Stephen Stills, later of Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young. There is 
mention of guns in the streets 
therein. The song, for old rock n 
roll aficionados, was first released 
in 1966 and is still considered a 
classic. 

Depending on points of view 
the equation remains debatable. 
One view holds that at, say, a 
Texas Walmart there were thou- 
sands of shoppers and employees 
all of whom could carry or buy 
guns and ammunition there 
legally and openly, so a gunman 
would have some reason to fear 
retribution almost immediately. 
Kids have been shot by officers 
when playing with toy guns in big 
box aisles. Going on a raging at- 
tack in Walmart seems a most 
foolhardy venture. But it hap- 
pened. Likewise, the most recent 
Texas shooting spree claimed 7+- 
lives and 22+- wounded, three of 
which were police officers armed 
and trained for action. In that 
case, so much for armed by- 
standers - even cops! We know 
these officers are well-trained and 
competent but even then, a 
marksman terror monger pre- 
vails. 

Thus, we have the unsubstanti- 
ated postulation that when crimes 
are in commitment mode some- 
one with a gun happening by 
could intervene and resolve a ca- 
tastrophe before it happened. 
This, as with calls to police pre- 
emptively of disgruntled or men- 
tally-disturbed persons, perhaps 
family members or friends obser- 
vant enough to perceive some- 
thing wrong and inspired to 
prevent its further aggravation, 
could and presumably have saved 
many lives otherwise to be lost 
without either someone with a 
gun at hand or preventative inter- 
ference beforehand. Surprisingly, 
it doesn’t work that way. This 
comes from known statistics via 
legal policy, court and press re- 
port. 

We in America with its Wild 
Western heritage are tempted to 
envision Marshall Dillon at Miss 
Kitty’s tavern always at the ready 
to resolve any problems arising, 
his six-gun always loaded and 
astride his hip, just as many other 
townsfolk did depending on the 
then-evolution of open-carry 
laws. “Stand Your Ground” laws 
have prevented few, and caused 
many, disasters. Psychological 
analyses suggest that with Stand 
Your Ground law someone might 
tend to feel that any compulsion 
toward weaponry as deterrent is 
allowable, even if it advances into 
the personal angst of anger or 
frustration. Parking spaces are 
known to invoke such revenge 


under title of standing ground 
under attack. But attack is a mat- 
ter of physical onslaught whereas 
insult or frustration are not usu- 
ally onslaught but only road rage 
or satire. Innumerable examples 
exist of emotional outbreaks lead- 
ing to deaths. Deaths that would 
not have occurred had guns not 
been readily available. But of 
course, there may be exceptions to 
any rule. 

It is known that police in the 
USA are trained in shooting more 
than any other aspect of lawfare. 
This supposedly extends from 
slavery days when absolute con- 
trol was used to maintain the 
workforce which otherwise would 
not be acquiescent to being 
herded about in chains to labor on 
plantations for people purchasing 
them. Extending that to the Wild 
West in westward-ho Conestoga 
wagon train adventure pioneering 
a vast new land for homesteading 
or other ventures, there was need 
of guns to protect the adventurers 
from indigenous Indians whose 
land was being homesteaded and 
took unkindly to the imposition. 
It was, by the way, not an Ameri- 
can Indian invention to scalp ene- 
mies but a French ritualistic 
premise as a sign of victory in bat- 
tle harking back to Medieval 
times. 

So, what to do, what to do? It is 
useful to examine other countries 
that have eliminated guns from 
general public ownership to see 
how that works. Pretty good re- 
sults as it seems. But then there’s 
Switzerland to muck up those sta- 
tistics. The Swiss have had the 
strangest Constitution you ever 
heard of: mandatory military 
service and weaponry mainte- 
nance, annual military drills 
throughout working years. They 
repelled Hitler’s troops in WWII 
because no Nazis dared try pene- 
trate both the armed citizenry and 
of course those Swiss Alps as bar- 
rier even to planes. They’re 
happy campers, well-armed and 
prosperous with the lowest unem- 
ployment rate of Europe. They’re 
doing something right if anyone 
could just figure out what. Other 
countries do provide helpful view- 
points but whether any would 
work for the US is vicissitudinous 
with variables too multiple to sec- 
ond guess. In Texas, Arizona and 
other states anyone can open- 
carry and often without a permit 
and many do. In Texas this was in 
effect back in the sixties - with no 
mass shootings or crazy cowboy 
antics whatsoever. It’s a deterrent 
no question, the question arising 
when it’s a potential contest of 
quick-draw or egotistical bravado 
or indeed disgruntled laid-off or 
fired borderline lunatic-fringe, 
incel, divorced, debased, or other- 
wise deathwish purveyors of ni- 
hilism. There is one issue that 
stands out above all others: you 
can’t unshoot the gun. Once that 
trigger is pulled the law of physics 
takes over. Personally, I wouldn’t 
want that dire choice. Driving 
motor vehicles is dangerous 
enough. Experienced gun han- 
dlers have no problem with that, 
responsible and careful, liberal 
and conservative alike. The gist 
comes to the summation that, 
though factually weapon prohibi- 
tion fares better in lifesaving 
polity, no one knows the right de- 
cision to make, viz. hunting, 
recreation, protection, because 
there probably isn’t one. As that 
60s song went, “Nobody’s right if 
everybody’s wrong”.

Governor Whitmer takes 
action to protect kids 


Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer took aggressive action 
to protect Michigan kids 
from the harmful effects of 
vaping. These actions in- 
clude making Michigan the 
first state in the nation to 
ban flavored vaping prod- 
ucts. 

After her Chief Medical 
Executive, Dr. Joneigh Khal- 
dun, made a finding that 
youth vaping constitutes a 
public health emergency, 
Governor Whitmer ordered 
the Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices to issue emergency 
rules to ban the sale of fla- 
vored vaping products in re- 
tail stores and online, and 
ban misleading marketing 
of vaping products, includ- 
ing the use of terms like 
“clean,” “safe,” and 
“healthy” that perpetuate 
beliefs that these products 
are harmless. The governor 
also ordered the Michigan 
Department of Transporta- 
tion to enforce an existing 
statute to prohibit the ad- 
vertising of vapor products 
on billboards. 

“As governor, my number 
one priority is keeping our 
kids safe,” said Governor 
Whitmer. “And right now, 
companies selling vaping 
products are using candy 
flavors to hook children on 
nicotine and misleading 
claims to promote the belief 
that these products are safe. 
That ends today. Our kids 
deserve leaders who are 
going to fight to protect 
them. These bold steps will 
finally put an end to these 
irresponsible and deceptive 
practices and protect Michi- 
ganders’ public health.” 

“Governor Whitmer has 
taken bold and appropriate 
action in response to the 
epidemicof youth e-ciga- 
rette use,” said Nancy 
Brown, CEO of the Ameri- 
can Heart Association.“In 
the absence of robust regu- 
lation by the Food and Drug 
Administration, we know- 
shockingly little about the 
health impact of e-ciga- 
rettes being widely mar- 
keted to youthand adults. 
The recent outbreak of res- 
piratory illnesses associated 
with e-cigarette usehas only 
added to the uncertainty 
and increased the need for 


immediate action” 

She adds, “What we do 
know is nicotine is highly 
addictive and has adverse 
effects on the developing- 
brain, and flavors strongly 
appeal to youth. Gov. Whit- 
mer’s action will protect- 
Michiganders, particularly 
the state’s youth, from the 
known and unknown poten- 
tialhealth risks of e-ciga- 
rette use. We urge the FDA 
to move urgently to protect 
publichealth and exercise 
strict oversight over all e- 
cigarette products.” 


On June 4 of this year, 
Governor Whitmer signed 
Senate Bills 106 and 155, 
which clarify that it is ille- 
gal to sell e-cigarettes and 
other non-traditional nico- 
tine products to minors. In 
her signing message to the 
Legislature, Governor Whit- 
mer criticized the legisla- 
tion for not going far 
enough to protect Michi- 
gan’s kids from nicotine ad- 
diction, calling the 
marketing, packaging, and 
taste of e-cigarettes a “bait- 
and-switch” engineered to 
“create new nicotine ad- 
dicts.” 

“Tn the past few years, 
we’ve seen an explosive in- 
crease in the number of 
Michigan kids exposed to 
vaping products,” said Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, chief 
medical executive for the 
State of Michigan and chief 
deputy director for health at 
MDHHS. “This is a public 
health crisis. These prod- 
ucts can contain harmful 
chemicals that put our kids’ 
health at risk. I’m looking 
forward to working with 
Governor Whitmer to miti- 
gate these effects and keep 
our kids healthy.” 

From 2017 to 2018, e-ciga- 
rette use spiked 78% among 
high school students and 
48% among middle school 
students. In 2018, more than 
3.6 million U.S. kids, includ- 
ing 1 in 5 high school stu- 
dents and 1 in 20 middle 
school students were regu- 
lar users. These rates are 
still climbing, likely fueled 
by the availability of flavors 
akin to apple juice, bubble 
gum, and Nerds.
